WOMAN SKLLED 
BY TWO NEGROES 
HER ESCORT SHOT 


Slayers Lead Officers to 
Body of Victim Near 
Dallas, Tex.—Apparently 
Had Attacked Her. 


By the Associated Press. 
--DALGLAS;-Tex., Aug. 31.—The 
body of Miss Katherine Prince, 21 
years old, kidnaped from an auto- 
mobile last night by two Negroes, 
who shot her escort, Mace Carver, 
27, was found in a_ cotton field 
southeast of Dallas today. 
Two Negroes were arrested and 
jailed. Citizens of Mesquite, near 
Dallas, expressed great anger. 

County officers said the Negroes 


confessed killing the girl after at- 
tacking her in a field. 

Carver was in a serious condi- 
tion at‘a Dallas hopsital from two 
pistol wounds, one in the neck and 
one in the wrist, inflicted when he 
attempted to prevent the Negroes 
from driving away with Miss 
Prince. He was found in a ditch 
many hours after the Negroes ac- 
costed the two as they sat in 
Carver’s car on a lonely road. 

The Negroés, brothers, gave their 
names as Thurman and Bluit Burk- 
ley. ‘They led officers to a field 
about three miles south of Mesquite 
where the girl’s body was found. 
She had been shot through the head 
and her face was battered. Her 
body bore marks of brutal treat- 
ment and officers said she .appar- 
ently had been assaulted. 

Four officers. made the arrests 
after they received word that two 
Negro cotton pickers fitting the 
description of the assailants had 
quit their jobs at noon and left on 
foot. for Dallas, seven miles away. 

The prisoners were taken to the 
City'Hall in Dallas. A heavy guard 
was put around the police station 
when news of the arrests spread 
and 4 crowd of angry citizens start- 
ed forming outside.

Clem H. Norwood and Frank 
Milnor, strike pickets, were killed, 
The shooting occurred after the 
overturning of a truck which was 
bringing non-strikers to work, Po- 
lice,estimated the crowd to number 
2306, while other sources placed the 
total much higher. 

Police did not know who did the 
shooting. An officer who was rid- 
ing in the cab of the truck said that 
he fired two shots into the ground 
and two into the air, but that the 
men were killed later. Witnesses 
said that the later shots camd from 
the truck after it rolled over. 

Strikers From Other. Plants. 

Virtually every other_hosiery mill 
in Philadelphia has been closed by, 
the walkout, and strikers from all 
parts of the city congregated at 
the Cambria plant. Fifty police 
were already on guard because of 
previous disorders in. the eight- 
week strike, but they were overe 
whelmed when the trouble started, 

Eight automobiles carrying work- 
ers had broken through the picket 
lines, although every window was 
broken by missiles, when the truck 
appeared. In it were 14 employes. 
The crowd rushed the truck and 
bowled it over, trapping the work- 
ers inside. Then the pickets began 
battering at the vehicle and the 
shots were fired. 

Norwood was killed instantly and 
Milnor died soon afterward in a 
hospital.

Facilities for cancer treatment at 
the Fulton State Hospital were 


made available to the estimated 
1000 indigent Missourians in early 
stages of cancer yesterday in what 
was described as the first step to- 
ward adequate State care of all 
cancer patients unable to pay for 
treatment. 

Installed a year ago for patients 
in the State hospitals and inmates 
of the State penitentiary, the $20, 
000 equipment at Fulton was used 
by six persons last year. The Can- 
cer Committee of the State Med- 
ical Association had been at- 
tempting to have it made more gen- 
erally available, since Dr. Ellis 
Fischel of St. Louis, chairman of 
the committee, reported at the Kan- 
sas City convention of the associa- 
tion that one had to be insane or a 
criminal to use it. : 

Weekly Free Clinic. 

The decision was made by the 
State Eleemosynary Board in con- 
ference with Supt. R. C. Fagley of 
the hospital and the Cancer Com- 
mittee yesterday at Fulton. It in- 
structed the committee to operate a 
weekly free cancer clinic at the 
hospital, and asked the association 
to co-operate in selecting patients 
requiring such treatment and €n- 
able to pay for it. 

Massachusetts and New York 
provide full hospital care for in- 
digent cancer patients. The only 
institution of the sort in Missouri 
is Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital, the first free cancer hos- 
pital in this part of the world. It 
is full to capacity, depends on pri- 
vate philanthropy for its funds, and 
more than once had had to forego 
expansion of its service or a re- 
search project of recognized merit. 

Since the Fulton hospital under 
the law can admit only patients 
suffering from mental diseases, the 
treatment will be limited to those 
who do not require hospital care. 
But it was pointed out that these 
include persons in the earliest 
stages of the disease, when there 
is most hope of a definite cure. 

Applicants for treatment must be 
able to walk, care for themselves 
and show proof of means of trans- 
portation home. Only indigent pa- 
tients will be admitted, on certifi- 
cates by a member of the Medical 
Association, a county court or char- 
itable agency. 

In many cases, it was expected, 
indigent patients or their friends 
would be able to arrange transpor- 
tation, which otherwise might be 
provided by the court or charitable 
agency. One visit would be required 
for treatment, but observation, at 
the clinic or by a qualified physi- 
cian, would be required at later in- 
tervals. 


Will Open Sept. 20. 
Beginning Sept. 20, the clinic will 
be held at the hospital in Fulton 


‘from 1 to 3 p. m. every Wednesday. 
Pr. Dudley Robmett of Columbia, a | 


member of the committee, will be 
in charge. . 

The Fulton Rotary Club, at a 
luncheon which members of the 
committee and the Eleemosynary 
Board attended as guests of Dr. 
Fagley, discussed with enthusiasm 
the possibility of assisting persons 
in need of the treatment to take 
advantage of it, as a State-wide 
campaign of the organization com- 
parable to its service to crippled 
children a few years ago. 

High Cancer Death Rate. 

With 3500 cancer deaths annual- 
ly in Missouri, a member of the 
committee estimated at least 10,- 
000 Missourians were suffering from 
the disease, one-third of them in 
early stages. He declared that 
more than one-third of those whom 
the treatment might cure were un- 
able to pay for it. 

The “sleeping sickness” outbreak 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
he remarked, was a matter of in- 
ternational interest. Yet it ran to 
fewer than 400 cases and a death 
rate of little more than 10 per cent, 
while in the city alone there were

Lowered Over Precipice in Ef- 
_ fort to Reach Animal Trap- 
ped for Six Days.

WATKINS GLEN, N. Y., Aug. 31. 
—A Mohawk Indian met today with 
the same failure the white man has 
had in attempting to rescue a seven- 
point buck deer which has been 
trapped for six days on a rocky 
ledge in the gorge of Watkins Glen 
State Park. 

Lowered by a rope from the top 
of the 200-foot precipice to the ledge 
50 feet below, Chief So-Lat-Dowa- 
nee, in full tribal dress, failed to 
come within lassoing distance of the 
animal, whose alarm was intensi- 
fied by a news reel photographer 
who followed the Indian down the 
cliff. 

Park officials called a temporary 
halt and ordered both men off the 
ledge, while Game Protector Wil- 
liam Buck telephoned to the Con- 
servation Department at Albany for 
permission to let the Indian con- 
tinue his efforts, which he'is confi- 
dent will meet with ultimate suc- 


cess. 
Meanwhile, park workmen start- 
ed to camouflage the bridge which 
was constructed Tuesday across the 
narrowest part of the gorge in the 
hope the animal would use it to 
reach safety. Moss.and evergreen 
boughs were placed along its 25- 
foot length and a trail of salt laid 
to encourage the buck to try the 
path to freedom. 
The buck becomes so terrified 
when approached that his would-be 
rescuers have to give up their ef- 
forts for fear he will leap to his 
death in the torrent 200 feet below. 
It was fear of a dog that drove 
him and his mate to the perilous 
position and it was fear that caused 
his mate to jump into the gorge to 
death. 
Meanwhile the buck trots back 
and forth along his harrow runway 
while many persons, attracted by 
his predicament, watch him from 
the opposite side of the gorge a 
few feet away. 
The buck is skeptical about eat- 
ing the ears of sweet corn, one of 
his favorite foods, because they 
have been placed there by man; he 
‘prefers to relieve his thirst with 
the dew from foliage rather than 
dring the water lowered over the 
cliff to him. 
It was such an attempt on the 
part of a motion picture photog- 
rapher yesterday that almost end- 
ed the drama. Frightened at the 
camerman supended from a cliff 
high above, the animal, its head 
high in the air, dashed across the 
ledge and gave the spectators a 
thrill by leaping over the end of 
the bridge. He again became calm 
when park officials ordered the 
photographer hauled back.

RISE IN WHOLESALE PRICES 
OF FARM AND FOOD PRODUCTS 


Upswing for Week Ending Aug. 26 

Reported by Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. — After 

weeks of steady decline, an upswing 

in the wholesale prices on farm and 

food products for the week ending 


Aug. 26 paved the way for an in- 
crease in the general wholesale 
price level for the week. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the Department of Labor today, 
placed the index of the general level 
of wholesale prices for the period 
at 69.6, as compared with 69.3 for 
the preceding week. The figures 
are based on average prices for the 
year 1926 as 100. 

Farm products, after declining 
from 59.6 to 57.5 during the four 
preceding weeks, stepped back to a 
58.2 level. Wholesale food prices 
had experienced a similar dip, going 
from 66.1 on July 29 to 64.4 on Aug. 
19. For the most recently recorded 
week, however, they swung back 
to 65.0. 

The general increase in wholesale 
prices was shared by all major 
groups except building materials, 
chemicals and drugs, and certain 
miscellaneous products. Hides and’ 
leather commodities led in the price 
upswing, with an increase of 2 per 
cent. 

1000 Clothing Workers End Strike.

Plans New Campaign to Speed — 
Spending by Great Industries 


Recovery Officials Think Ickes Should Go 
Ahead With Public Works at Jazz Tempo 
and Charge Off Unavoidable Waste.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—As the 
National Recovery Administration 
approached the end of its campaign 
to place the nation’s basic indus 
tries under codes of fair practice, 
it was learned yesterday that a sec 
ondary plan was being formulated 
with the aim of creating additional 
jobs and purchasing power. A con- 
spicuous phase of this secondary 
plan is the speeding up of the Fed- 
eral public works program. An- 
other is the stimulation of private 
initiative. 

In his radio address Tuesday 
night, Administrator Hug*. 8. John- 
son estimated that 2,000,000 persons 
had been returned to work by the 
recovery program. It was stated 
yesterday that this estimate was 
based partly on Labor Department 
statistics, which show that 1,100,000 
persons returned to work in manu- 
facturing alone during the four 
months preceding Aug. 1, and partly 
on figures furnished by the eco- 
nomic division of the NRA. 

Recognizing that approximately 
10,000,000 workers remain idle, not- 
withstanding that most of the basic 
industries have been codified, recov- 
ery officials disclosed to this writer 
that they were working on an elab- 
orate program designed to get them 
back to work. 

As one of them described it, the 
recovery program originally was de- 
signed to “function on two lungs.” 
One of these was the shortening of 
hours and increase of pay in indus- 
try, the other was the public works 
program. It is felt at NRA head- 
quarters that while one lung has 
been pumping at furious speed, the 
other—public works—has hardly 
palpitated. 

Secretary of Interior Ickes, who 
is in charge of public works, has 


proceeded cautiously for fear of 
graft and waste. NRA officials con- 
sider this a mistaken policy.. They 
contend ‘that the entire program 
must be carried out at what they 
call “jazz tempo,” and that such 
graft and waste as are unavoidable 
must be charged off to profit and 
loss. The imperative need, in their 
opinion is to stimulate production, 
consumption and employment with 
such a rush that the contagion will 
spread to private industry. 
Accordingly, plans are being made 
to induce the great industries to 
start spending. It is pointed out, 
for example, that more railroad 
equipment has worn out in the last 
two years than has been produced; 
that obsolescence in factory equip- 
ment has proceeded faster than re- 
placements. NRA officials hope to 
convince the owners of such prop- 
erties that “the wisest oney.is 
that which is spent quickly.” 

Unless this is done, it was point- 
ed out, it may be necessary, when 
all industry has been brought un- 
der codes of fair practice, to start 
the codifying process all over again 
for the purpose of further shorten- 
ing hours and creating jobs. That 
prospect is not relished by the Re- 
covery Administration. Officials be- 
lieve it would eventuate in a mere 
“share-the-work” plan with its con- 
comitant of “sharing-the-misery.” 

The only sound and permanent 
cure for the depression, in their 
opinion, is a general upsurge on 
the part of industry itself, stimu- 
lated by such governmental mea- 
sure as the NRA, public works, and 
farm relief programs. In _ short, 
what is needed is not to share the 
work, but to make more work. A 
comprehensive and integrated plan 
designed to help achieve that ob- 
jective is now 4 Sorme worked out 
in the economic division of the Re- 
covery Administration.

Allotment From P 1blic Works Bu- 
reau Includes 90 Projects 
Throughout Country. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—The 
public works uuministration today 
turned $70,000,000 over to the War- 


Department for rivers and harbors 
work on 90 projects in all parts 
of the country. 
The amount was in addition to 
$‘3,000,000 set aside for flood con- 
trol and previous allotments of 
$11,500,000 for the upper Mississippi 
and $14,158,000 for channel work 
on the Missouri. 

Specific allotments include $3,- 
000,000 for the Mississippi River 
from the Ohio to the Illinois, and 
$910,000 for the Illinois River. 

The chief of engineers said the 
$70,000,000 would provide employ- 
ment for 40,000 men for a year.

KEMPER APPEALS 
TO AVOID PAYING 
$777,000 U. S. TAX

out of their equities and appealed 
the case to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, which ordered the syn- 
dicate to sell a pro rata share of 
the stock in the reorganized com- 


panies to the note holders. The 
British group bought 16,300 shares 
at $71.61 a share. The syndicate 
kept 18,700 shares, of which Kem- 
per held 15,508. 

In 1928 Kemper sold his 15,508 
shares at $414.50 a share for $6,- 
428,066 to the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad. The Bureau of 
Internal Revenue calculated that 
this block of stock had cost him 
$848,391 and that he had made a 
net profit of $4,930,596, on which he 
should pay income taxes. Kemper 
claimed in his petition that this 
was a net capital gain and not sub- 
ject to income tax and surtax rates. 


In 1927, Kemper sold 16,292 
shares of the stock at a small prof- 
it. He said in his petition that he 
had suffered a $108,423 loss in in- 
come in 1926 and in his original re- 
turn he carried forward $104,972 of 
this amount as a statutory loss for 
the calendar year 1927. Later he re- 
cuced this amount to $95,036. This 
deduction has been disallowed by 
the bureau, which also rejected a 
few minor claims for charity and 
educational gifts. 

No date has been set for hearing 
on. Kemper’s petition. 


How Kemper and Associates Got 
Control of Railroad. 


Kemper and his associates ac- 
quired control of the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railroad by a 
stroke of high finance which at- 


tracted much attention at the time. 


The syndicate, headed by Kem- 
per and Histed, got control of the 
road, which cost more than $25,000,- 
000, with a cash outlay of $87,000. 
Kemper before and after the sale 
purchased securities which made 
his investment a substantial one. 


The railroad, which was projett- 
ed from Kansas City to the Gulk of 
California, never was completed, 
though extensive sections were 
built and operated. 

Kemper had invested approxi- 
mately $300,000 in gold notes of 
the company. As a receiver he is- 
sued $2,500,000 in receiver’s certi- 
ficates to provide money to pay cer- 
tain obligations of the road and op- 
erating expenses. Later a Govern- 
ment loan of an equal amount was 
obtained to pay these certificates. 
By 1923 the Government loan 
still was unpaid and interest ag- 
gregated $463,000. The railroad was 
ordered sold by Federal Judge Pol- 
lock, who fixed $3,000,000 as the 
minimum price. 

It was bid in at that price by 
Histed, representing the syndicate 
headed by himself and Kemper, but 
under an ingenious plan which re- 
quired the payment of virtually no 
cash. The plan contemplated the 
organization of a new company 
with $7,500,000 of par value capital 
stock, of which Kemper and Histed 
were to receive $1,500,000 for their 
work during the receivership. Kem- 
per as receiver and Histed as at- 
torney. The syndicate was to pay 
$1,125,000 for $2,000,000 of the cap- 
ital, and the remaining $4,000,000 
was to be sold to the road’s note 
holders on the basis of $110 of 
stock for $80. 

Histed had been in Washington 
and had arranged for a 15-year ex- 
tension of the $2,500,000 Govern- 
ment loan and an indefinite stay on

Retail sales have not kept pace 
with improvement in production, 
jobbing and wholesale business in 
this district, the Federal Reserve 


Bank of St. Louis points out in its 
monthly review of business condi- 
tions, made public today. 

Department store sales in the 
principal cities of the district, 
which includes parts of seven 
states, were 5.9 per cent greater in 
July than in the same month a year 
ago, but 25.9 per cent less than in 
June, the report states. Sales for 
the first seven months of 1933 were 
13 per cent below those in the com- 
parable period of 1932. 

Sales of wholesale and jobbing 
firms, however, were 29,6 per cent 
greater in July than in June, and 
100.9 per cent greater than in July 
of last year. Total sales for the 
first seven months of the year 
were 21.9 per cent more than in the 
first seven months of 1932. 

Since the last week of July, the 
report notes, there has been a per- 
ceptible slowing down in both trade 
and industry. This was attributed 
to seasonal factors and uncertainty 
due to the drafting of codes under 
the National Recovery Act. The 
marketing season which began in 
August, the report mentions, at- 
tracted large numbers of buyers to 
distributing centers, but purchases 
were on a basis more conservative 
than that of a month or two ear- 
lier. 

Demand for Raw Materials. 

Aside from retail trade, the July 
indices of business activity con- 
tinued on the upward trend, and 
in many instances, tHe report 
states, ran counter to seasonal in- 
fluences. 

Production of iron and steel was 
well sustained, the melt of pig iron 
and scrap being slightly heavier 
than in June, which reverses the 
usual trend. Deliveries of raw ma- 
terials, notably pig iron and coke, 
were the largest for any single 
month in more than two years. Pro- 
duction and shipments of lumber 
were in larger volume than a year 
ago, and production at coal mines 
exceeded the output of the preced- 
— month and of July, 1932. 

he dollar value of permits for 
building construction in the five 
largest cities of the district was 356 
per cent greater than in June, the 
report notes, and 705 per cent great- 
er than in July of last year. Con- 
tracts let for construction in the 
district, however, were only half as 
large as in July, 1932,,and 25 per 
cent less than the June total. 

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion reported 79,492 loads inter- 
changed in July, compared with 
64,279 in the same month a year 
ago, and the Federal barge line re- 
ported July tonnage of 134,000 
against 109,855 in June and 96,643 
in July of last year. 

Report on Separate Industries. 

A summary of the report on sepa- 
rate industries is given here: 

Boots and shoes—July sales in- 
creased 108 per cent over those of 
1982, 43 per cent over those for 
preceding month. 

Clothing—Following the seasonal 
trend, sales were below the June 
total, but more than twice as large 
as for July a year ago. 

Drugs and Chemicals—Sales in- 
creased 5 per cent in July over

19 New Cases in City. 
St. Louis reported 19 new cases 
in the last 24 hours, and St. Louis 
County reported nine. Known cases 
totaled 388, of whom 137 were resi- 
dents of the city, and 249 of St 
Louis County, with two patients re- 
ported on the East Side. 
Of the 53 persons who died, 19 
were St. Louisans and 34 were resi- 
dents of the County.

Surgeon-General Summarizes 
World’s ‘Greatest One-Place . 
Outbreak of Encephalitis.’ 


Retarning from B8t. Louis to 
Washington after a personal sur- 
vey of the sleeping sickness out- 
break, Surgeon-General Hugh 8. 
Cumming of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service wrote the fol- 
owing summary of his findings on 
the épidemic, which he termed 
“the largest one-place outbreak of 


| encephalitis the world, has yet

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. — The 
Associated Press has asked me for 


‘lan article on epidemic encephalitis, 


the “sleeping sickness” which in the 
past month has resulted in 4 
deaths, 320 cases, in St. Louis. 

My experience is that the press 
is the most valuable adjunct of the 
Public Health Service in meeting 
such epidemics. It gives the peo- 
ple information for their protec- 
tion. By promptly reporting the 
outbreak in ether cities than the 
one principally affected, it gives 
our service information vital to its 
studies. Theréfore, I gladly com- 


ply. 

Not since the poliomyelitis epi-. 
demic im New York in 1916 has 
this service been confronted with 
an epidemic in such imperative 
need of immediate and intensive 
study. To further it, I am asking 
the Treasury Department today for 
$25,000 of the $333,650 appropriated 


epidemic emergencies, to be spent 
by authority of the President. 
Fortunately, St. Louis is a great 
medical center, with a most compe- 
tent medical fraternity, and uni- 
versities having well-equipped lab- 
oratories. ) 
Description of the Disease. 
Epidemic encephalitis, or “sleep- 
ing sickness,” is an inflammation 
of the brain itself, with a moder- 


-|ate involvement of the meninges, 


or coverings of the spinal cord. 
It is one of the group known as 
virus diseases, the ultra-micro- 
scopic germ having thus far proved 
impossible of isolation. Its carriers 
remain unknown. 

It usually starts with a pain in 
the back of the neck and head- 
ache. Often there are gastro-intes- 


tinal symptoms—vomiting, diar- 


rhea or constipation. The patient 
is apathetic, lying immobile. The 
temperature rises. Characteristic is 
the “facial mask”—no mobility or 
expression in the facial muscles. 
Accompanying this condition often 
are motor reflexes of elbow, knee, 
wrist or ankle; or tremors of arms 
or legs—continuous shaking. Irreg- 
ular paralysis may occur. 

Post-mortems show evidence of 
destruction of the brain tissue, both 
of the gray and white matter of the 
cerebrum, and of the cerebellum 
where the motor reflexes center. 
The motor reflexes observed in the 
patient are evidences of the brain 
irritation. 

Studies show lo wincidence by 
personal contact. In efforts to pre- 
vent spread of the disease, there- 
fore, we are not trying any quar- 
antine methods, but we do empha- 
tically urge isolation of the individ- 
ual patient for three weeks. 

Praise for St. Louis. 

Three things, I think, deserve the 
heartiest commendation in the St. 
Louis fight against “sleeping sick- 
ness.” 

First, the excellent co-ordina- 
tion of health authorities, coun- 
ty, city and Federal. Patients 
are promptly hospitalized. The 
three weeks’ isolation is being 
enforced. 

Second, the complete co-opera- 
tion of the two universities, the 
St. Louis and Washington, in pro- 
viding the necessary facilities for ° 
laboratory studies. 

Third, the noteworthy contrib- 
ution being made by the hospital 
authorities, by their treatment of 
symptoms as they arise, and by 
their pathological work in post- 
mortems. 

So far as the Public Health Ser- 
vice of the Federal Government is 
concerned, we have, in addition to 
aiding the local authorities, three 
main objects in view. 

First, a detailed study of the 
epidemiology of the disease—all 
conditions, all factors, relating to 
its nature and its origin. This is: 
the largest one-place outbreak of 
encephalitis the world has yet 
known, giving sciencé opportun- 
ity for an intensive study of a 
little-known disease. 

Second, research work on the 
nature of the disease itself—to 
get it, if possible, into animals, 
Monkeys, guinea pigs, rabbits or 
cats, permitting continued stu- 
dies with a view to eventual so- 
lution and check. 

Third, a study of its possible . 
transmission by insects. 

U. S. Workers Now in St. Louis. 

We now have in St. Louis, Dr. J. 

Leake stucying the epidem- 
ology; Dr. Charles Armstrong con- 
ducting the laboratory experiments 
on animals; and Dr. L. L. Williams 
Jr., making the insect study. 

Within a week we will have four 
other officers. working on. epi- 
demiology; and one or two others 
on entomology, or insect study. 

I hope we may be able to find 
out something, both as to the cause 
and to the remedy, as a result of 
this work.

Government to Allocaté It, ||

Addition to Providing 
Cash Relief.

‘for giving millions of dollars worth 


of meat to fhe states to feed the 
hungry were announced by the 
Federal Relief Administration yes- 


At the same time, C. M. Book- 
man, Assistant Relief Administra- 
tor, prddicted the need for aid for 
the unemployed would be consid- 
erably less next winter than it is 
now. 

The Government will distribute 
the meat from the pigs it is buying 
in its campaign to relieve the hog 
market to the state free, in addi- 
tion, to their allotments from the 
$500,000,000 unemployment aid 
fund. 

The meat, processed at Govern- 
ment expense, would be distributed 
on the basis of need, he said. Al- 
locations would be based on the 
number of families on relief rolls 
and the adequacy of relief being 
afforded. 

In tendering the meat as an out- 
right gift, in addition to the allo- 
cations of mioney,;, Bookman said, 
the relief administration hoped to 
raise the relief standards of the 
states, which in many cases it con- 
siders inadequate. 

The Farm Administration plans 
the purchase of 4,000,000 pigs and 
1,000,000 sows from farmers, in an 
effort to.take the surplus off the 
market. The entire cost to the 
Government is estimated at slight- 
ly more than $50,000,000, of which 
$9,000,000 will be paid from relief 
funds for processing the meat. The 
remainder will come from a proc- 
essing tax. 3 

Bookman said a process had been 
found to preserve the meat for six 
months without freezing it, so that 
it would be available for distribu- 
tiwn to the needy during the cold 
months. . 

He said he based his prediction 
of lessened relief demands next 
winter on the. declining trend at 
present in demands for help 
throughout the conutry. He expect- 
ed this trend to continue until De- 
cember, and after that, to level 
off for the winter.

This Will Cost $300,000— 

- Nearly $10,000,000 More 
Available for State Un- 
der Federal Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 31.— 
Construction plans of the State 
Highway Department for approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 in highway and 
bridge projects, to be built under 
the Federal public works allotment 
of $12,140,000 to Missouri for high- 
ways, have been approved by the 
United States Bureau of Public 
roads, and the projects will be put 
under contract about Sept. 15, Chief 
Highway Engineer T. H. Cutler 
said today. 

This will be the first letting of 
contracts under the Federal public 
works allotment to Missouri. Plans 
of the Missouri department to be- 
gin putting this work under con- 
tract in July, after the allotment 
had been made,‘were delayed pend- 
ing approval of projects and con- 
struction plans by the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

Cutler said the State Highway 
Department had worked out details 
of road types and construction 
plans with the Federal engineers 
‘where those used by the State dif- 
fered from Federal reqhirements, 
and that'the work would be pushed 
as rapidly as possible. He said the 


department could place virtually all | 


the $12,140,000 under contract this 
fall if the projects and plans were 
approved. 


The Apportionment. | 

The $12,140,000, under Federal 

regulations, Cutler said, is to be 
apportioned 50 per cent to high- 
ways in the State system which 
have been under Federal aid, 25 per 
cent for construction of feeder or 
supplementary roads, and 25 per 
cent to municipalities of more than 
2500 population, for work on streets 
used as routes for State highways. 
The distinction as to size of munici- 
palities is due to the fact that the 
Highway Department may build 
State roads through towns of less 
than .2500 population, but may not 
expend State road funds within 
municipalities with more than 2500 
population.- 
' Apportionment of the share of 
the municipalities to ‘cities and 
towns of the State has not béen 
mads definitely by the Highway 
Commission, Cutler said, but will be 
based on population, mileage of 
State highway routes within the 
cities and necessity. 

He estimated the St. Louis share 
would be between $1,000,000 and $1,- | 
250,000. No projects have been defi- 
nitely adopted for St. Louis, he 
said. 

Based on past experierice, the de- 
partment has estimated the $ 
140,000 in construction will provide 
six months of employment for 10,- 
000 men.

GERMAN PROFESSOR 
SLAIN IN FilS EXILE 


Theodor Lessing, Pacifist, Shot 
by Man Who Climbs to 
Window in Marienbad.

MARIENBAD, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Aug. 31.—The entire Marienbad po- 
lice force was mobilized today to 
find the murderer, alleged to be a 
German Nazi, who shot and killed 


Prof. Theodor Lessing, German 
philosopher and pacifist who fled 
his fatherland because of the anti- 
Semitic policies of Chancellor Hit- 
ler. 


Prof. Lessing who was of Jew- | 


ish descent, was slain last night in 
his bedroom on the third floor of 
a boarding house here by a man 
who fired into the room from .a 
ladder placed against one of the 
windows. One of two shots fired 
struck Prof. Lessing in the head. 
He was sent to the transport hos- 
pital, where he died shortly after- 
ward in the arms of his wife, who 
collapsed. | 

The murder of Prof. Lessing 
caused other German refugees here, 
of whom there are many, to fear 
for their own safety. Special pre- 
cautions were taken to guard the 
members of the refugee colony. 

Prof. Lessing, who has written 
bitter articles against the Hitler 
regime, was deprived of his salary 
and his property was seized by 
Nazis. After emigrating to Czecho- 
Slovakia, where he carried on a 
campaign of writing against the 
Nazis, he said he often had re- 
ceived death threats.

Wallace said the agreement was a 
“momentous achievement,” and ex- 
pressed pleasure at the approval of 
Argentina, which was the last to 
initial the supplementary yact. 

Drafting of technical data in the 
supplement fixing export quotas will 
be placed in the hands of an ad- 
visory committee which will meet 
on Sept. 18. 

1934 Quotas Not Fixed. 
Wallace said no agreement had 
been reached as to production or 
quotas after 1934 but that this 
would be negotiated later through 
the advisory committee. The agree- 
ment, he said, set exports from 
Australia during the 1933-34 and 
1934-35 seasons, combined, at 255,- 
000,000 bushels and from Argentina 
at 264,000,000 bushels. If 1933 ex- 
ports fall below these amounts, the 
quotas for these countries for 1934- 
35 will be increased accordingly. 
Export quotas for 1934-35 were 
based, Wallace said, on a 15 per 
cent cut in acreage of the four 
countries; average yields and nor- 
mal domestic requirements. This, 
he said, would give the United 
States a minimum export quota of 
90,000,000 bushels for 1934 and Can- 
ada a minimum quota of 263,000,000 
bushels. 

“If, by reason of smaller Euro 
pean crops or improved demand, 
more wheat can be exported next 
season than these quotas provide, 
the increased export will be shared 
equally between Canada and the 
United States until their accumu- 
lated surpluses of old wheat are dis- 
posed of,” Wallace said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. — Ac- 


quisition of four Federal forest re- 
serves in Southern Missouri was au- 
thorized yesterday by National For- 
est Reservation Commission on rec- 
ommendation of the Agriculture De- 
partment Forestry Service. 

To comply with Missouri laws 
prohibiting the Federal Government 
from owning more than 25,000 acres 
in a single county, each reserve will 
be at the juncture of four counties. 

The reservation commission al- 
located $1,675,000 for the purchase 
of a maximum total of 529,000 acres 
in Missouri. This sum will come 
out of the $20,000,000 appropriated 
by Congress for the establishment 
of Federal forests. 

The forests to be created in Mis- 
souri: 

Clark unit along the White River 
in Washington, Iron, Crawford, 
Dent and Reynolds counties, 147,000 
acres. Object, production of tim- 
ber and erosion control. 

Fristoe unit along the Current 
Eleven Point and White Rivers in 
Carter, Shannon, Oregon and Rip- 
ley counties, 117,800 acres. Object, 
forage and prevention of run-offs. 

Gasconade unit in Phelps, Pu- 
laski, Laclede, Wright and Texas 
Counties, 147,000 acres. Object, de- 
monstration area and flood con- 
trol. 

Pond Fork unit along the White 
River in Douglas, Christian, Taney 
and Ozark Counties, 117,600 acres. 
Object, erosion control. 

The Missouri Legislature at the 
last session authorized the Federal 
Government to own up to 25,000 
acres on land in one county. Be- 
fore that time the limit was 2000 
acres. 

The authorizations today of the 
Forest Reserve Commission exceed 
this limit an dthe proposed units 
will have to be cut down in area.

ARCHANGEL, Russia, Aug. 31L—~ 
The Commuunist party, alarmed at 
what was termed the “catastrophic 
condition” of timber transport 
which threatened the Soviet export 
program, for the second time this 
year has ordered a mass mobiliza~- 
tion of peasants in the northern re~ 
gion for work in the forests. 

“A plan for transporting lumber 
threatened with complete failure,* 
read a decree of the northern 
regional party headquarters order~ 
ing the party members and the 
young Communists to marshal the 
collective and individual peasants 
for 25 days of labor. Their work 
will be directed toward getting the 
timber out “saving it from the ca- 
tastrophic condition.” 

The period from Sept. 1 to Sept, 
25 was proclaimed as “shock bri- 
gade month” in which the man 
power of the peasantry will be 
thrown into the breach by the methe- 
ods employed in the so-called “Stale 
in march to the forests” last Feb- 
ruary. . 

(Last February's orders directed 
women and children to carry on the 
work in the villages while the men 
were engaged in work at the lum- 
ber camps. Peasants who refused 
were considered as traitors and 
dealt with accordingly. They were 
required to supply their own horses 
and work in brigades under direc- 
tion of a trusted official). 

These methods were not detailed 
in the latest party order.

Strikers and the Police. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE shamefully-exploited clothing and 
dress goods workers of our city were 
inspired with a new hope when Congress 
passed the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, sponsored by President Roosevelt. 

Section 7 of this act provides “that em- 
ployes shall have the right to organize 
and bargain collectively through repre- 
sentatives of their own choosing, and 
shall be free from the interference, re- 
straint or coercion of employers of labor, 
or their agents, in the designation of 
such representatives or in self-organiza- 
tion or in other concerted activities for 
the purpose of collective bargaining, or 
other mutual] aid or protection.” 

Our workers in the needle trades pro- 
ceeded in accordance with the spirit and 
letter of this law, and were successful 
in organizing an overwhelming majority 
of the ‘clothing workers into the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers’ Union. This 
was accomplished in face of great inter- 
ference and coercion by our employers. - 

When we had a majority of the work- 
ers signed as members, we requested rec- 
ognition of our union as provided for in 
the Recovery Act. The employers blunt- 
ly refused to comply. Our members then 
decided on a general strike to protest 
against the employers’ defiance of this 
Federal act. 

During the brief period that this strike 
has been in process, the Police Depart- 
ment has taken sides entirely against the 
striking workers, and for the same bosses 
who are openly defying our Government 
by disregarding Section 7 of President 
Roosevelt’s Recovery Act. 

The very least that we might expect in 
such a situation is that the Police De- 
partment would maintain an attitude of 
neutrality; and if there was to be any 
partiality shown, it should be on the side 
of the law defenders, and not the law 
violators. ; 

The fact is that the police are being 
used to aid the bosses in their attempt to 
break our strike, and to kill the Recovery 
Act in their own shops. In the 33 years 
of my active affiliation with union labor, 
I have never witnessed the police so de- 
termined to harass and arrest peaceful 
pickets. Our organization of men’s cloth- 
ing workers had been on strike only 20 


- hours when 27 of our members were ar- 


rested, while the others were intimidated 
by brutal police action. Eleven members 
of our union, including three girls and 
its president, after everything possible 
had been done to interfere with our ef- 
forts in peaceful picket activity, were 
also placed under arrest Saturday. 

At the instigation of a certain com- 
pany, we were.placed under arrest upon 
the flimsy pretext that we “might be 
violating a Federal injunction issued by 
Judge Faris 13 years ago.” When we 
insisted on our lawful rights to the As- 
sistant Chief of Police and his Sergeant 
and said that we would make it a public 
issue through the press of the city, the 
Sergeant, in the presence of his chief, 


_ answered, “We give a rap for the publio 


or the press.” In justice to our Assistant 
Chief of Police, we are happy to say he 
was gentlemanly in speaking with us. 
Our 11 members arrested were put in 
jail without any charges against them 
and denied bail for nearly five hours. 
With Mr. Igoe as president of the Po- 
lice Board, and Mayor Dickmann, ex- 
officio member of said board, we cannot 
understand this anti-union yurtiality of 
the police, because we had. always been 
under the impression that both Messrs. 
Igoe and Dickmann were fair-minded 
and justice-loving public servants.

More than one foreigh observer has agreed with 


| Lioyd George that the outcome of our American ex- 


periment will profoundly impress all civilization. Mr. 
Wells’ prophecy that ours would also be a new world 
of ideas illustrates the widespread expectation of us. 

Among others, the Mexican people have their 
eyes on the United States. They are in trouble. 
Theirs is not, in all respects, the same trouble that 
we are in. They are a much more agricultural peo- 
ple, and the tempo of life is not. so accelerated there 
as it is here. Nevertheless, they are in trouble, and 
they would like to get out of it. 

The recovery-plan in the United States appeals to 


lthem as a practicable means. Mexico is therefore ap- 


lying it to her own ills. President Abelardo Rodri- 
ae has asked the Governors of the 19 Mexican 
states to join the central Government in a six-year 
recovery plan, which has as its object an increase 
in consumption. They are asked to establish a mini- 
mum wage and a shorter work day to restore the 
purchasing power of the people. In a country where 
low ‘wages, approximating human slavery, have been 
a custom for centuries, this is naturally something 
of an about-face. 

Six Governors have thus far consented. That 
the idea will enjoy a fair test goes without saying. 
Behind any Mexican Government stands Gen. Plu- 
tarco Elias Calles, of whom the late Dwight W. Mor- 
row said, “He would be a great man in any coun- 
try.” We may be sure that Gen. Calles knows all 
about the American experiment. Nor can we be in- 
sensible to the compliment that so able a statesman 
and political economist should think enough of it to 
adopt it in his own country. 

With all other forward-looking persons, the Gen- 
eral realizes that Mexico cannot always go half- 
barefooted; that she must rise to a higher level of 
life; that she must become a great deal more self- 
sustaining than she has been; that she must rely 
more upon her domestic economy and less upon the 
international’ economy; that she must not merely 
produce her own raw materials, but that she must 
more and more produce her own manufactures. This 
is the way in which the whole world is going, and 
so knowing a man as the great Mexican Solon would 
be among the first to set Mexico’s feet in the right 
direction. 

President Rodriguez is somewhat more optimistic 
than our own President Roosevelt. Mr. Roosevelt is 
always careful to have an anchor to windward. He 
is not sure we will succeed; not too sanguine of the 
outcome; not blind to the pitfalls between the old 
deal and the new; not unmindful of the power of 
custom and the tenacity of privilege. 

Not so the Mexican President. Following the coun- 
sel of his one-man Brain Trust, he has weighed every 
anchor and crowded on all sail. Like Columbus, his 
every answer to faint-heartedness is, “Sail on and 
on.” Here is what he says of the recovery plan: 


Our scheme of recovery is not Utopian. It is 
practical, and we are resolved to make it work. 
It is, of course, axiomatic that if workers are 
paid more, their standards of living improve, mis- 
ery disappears, they buy and consume, and the 
circle is completed. If employers will co-operate, 
we will realize this goal of our own free will. It 
cannot be delayed longer. We must and will act 
for wage increases, better working conditions 
and increased buying power. 


One of the interesting things about our time is 
the growing intellectual fellowship between the Unit- 
ed States and its neighbors. We were never so close 
to Canada, never so friendly with Mexico. It is not 
inconceivable that these three great areas, perhaps 
the most favored upon this mundane sphere, may in 
time constitute an economic unit. More than one 
prophet is saying that something of the sort is on 
the laps of the gods. The possessors of a continent in- 
credibly enriched by nature, and separated from the 
rest of the world by the wide seas, why should they 
not show the world a better way of life? 
Apparently, Mexico thinks they can do so. We give 
her hail. 
HOW TO STOP CRIME. 

Policeman Joseph Hastings of Chicago was shot 
and killed, Aug. 14, when he attempted to stop a 
robbery. Nine days later, a gunman who admitted 


Judge Scanlan, who presided at the trial, promptly 
overruled a motion for a new trial, declaring that in 
his 45 years’ experience as a lawyer, an Assistant 
State’s Attorney and as a Judge he had never heard 
a stronger Case presented against an accused person.

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GREAT ISSUE OF THE ST. LOUIS STRIKES. 

Otto Kaemmerer, reptesentative of striking St. 
Louis clothing workers, tells in the letter column to- 
day: his side of the story. Mr. Kaemmerer makes 
grave charges against the police. He says they are 
being used to harass strikers in the interest of em- 
ployers, citing the numerous arrests that have been 
made of picketers. It is our understanding that Chief 
Gerk’s orders to the men patrolling the strike areas 
are that they must observe strict neutrality; that they 
must have no interest in the strike, either from the 
standpoint of workers or employers; that they must 
intervene only to preserve public order. 

These orders are explicit, yet they leave to police 
officers delicate decisions as to what does or what 
does not constitute disorder. We are not certain 
they are capable of making such decisions justly. We 
are not certain that they have not in some instances 
tipped the scales against the strikers. We are not 
certain they are fully aware of the great issue in- 
volved in the local strikes, or of the fact that the 
workers are fully within their rights in picketing 
and campaigning for their cause. 

What is the great issue? It is whether or not the 
clothing employers will recognize the union to which 
the strikers belong. Under the NIRA, these workers 
have the right to organize. They have the right 
to bargain collectively. How can they bargain col- 
lectively unless their unions are recognized? In de- 
manding recognition of their union from employers, 
they are acting entirely within the spirit of the NIRA 
and in the spirit of repeated declarations of President 
Roosevelt and Gen. Johnson. For the first time in 
the history of our country, workers have been openly 
encouraged by the Federal Government to organize 
into unions and settle their problems collectively. 

Many boons are extended to industry by the NIRA 
in the form of freedom from conscienceless compe- 
tition and, in some cases, of immunity from prosecu- 
tion under the anti-trust laws. If it did not extend 
helping hands, at the same time, to workers and con- 
sumers, the recovery program would not be worth 
anything. We cannot get out of the depression if 
all classes of our population are not to experience 
the fruits of the New Deal. Neither labor nor capital 
can be permitted to hog the show. 

In the St. Louis strikes, the workers have a 
righteous cause, and one in which public opinion and 
the Federal Government support them. The long 
history of industrial disputes shows that only by 
organization into strong unions can workers prop- 
erly safeguard their own rights. No one knows 
this better than President Roosevelt. In his brilliant 
campaign for recovery, therefore, it is his deliberate 
aim to foster labor unionism, to put the workers 
in position to fight their own battles for decent 
wages and conditions of labor. 

We cannot permit police officers to umpire so pro- 
found a struggle as the one going on in St. Louis. 
They must keep their hands off excepting only to 
ward off danger to life, limb or property. They must 
respect the civil rights of the strikers, guaranteed 
by the Constitution, and the specific rights granted 
them by the NIRA, 
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MISSOURI AND THE BLACK BASS. 

Five more states, Kansas, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Rhode Island and West Virginia, have agded them- 
selves to the rapidly growing list of those which pro- 
tect the black bass by forbidding its sale and ship- 
ment for commercial purposes.

MISSOURT STATE LIFE 
DEAL STILL UNDECIDED 


Conference Held om Plan of 
New York Group'to Take ¢ 
Over Company. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 31.— 
After a conference here last night 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
O’Malley said that no decision has 
been reached on the proposal made 
by a group of New York men to 
re-insure the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. 

Supt. O’Malley is in charge of 
the Missouri State Life, having 
been appointed to take it over by 
Circuit Judge Williams in St. Louis | 
last Monday, after the company 


had admitted insolvency as charged 
by the Insurance Commissioner. 
Representatives of the New York 
group attending the conference 
here were Walter W. Head, who is 
slated to be president of the new 
company; Arthur Coburn, an actu- 
ary, and T. P. C. Martin, a New 
York lawyer. Others present, be- 
sides O’Malley, were Fred L. En- 
glish, one of the attorneys of Mis- 
souri State Life, and Paul Mc- 
Haney, counsel for the Insurance 
Department. 
O’Malley said the proposal of the 
New York group has been reduced 
to contract form and that the de- 
tails were discussed. He has said 
that he approves the proposal, but 
it is known that it is likely to 
meet with strong opposition from 
insurance commissioners of other 
states where the Missouri State 
operates. 

The New York group announced 
it was ready to put “$2,000,000 of 
new capital” into the business, but 
O’Malley said a Hen against cash 
surrender value of outstanding poli- 
cies would be necessary to make 
assets balance Habilities, 

O’Malley said the proposal of the 
New York group is the only one 
made for the Missouri State busi- 
ness. He is authorized to receive 
bids for re-insuring the company 
and disposing of ite assets, 
O'Malley Given Authority to Make 
an Payments. 

An order for payment of neces- 
sary company expenses out of funds 
of the Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co, was issued yesterday by 
Circuit Judge Williams who last 
Monday appointed R. Emmet 
O'Malley, State Superintendent of 
Insurance, to take over the: com- 


pany. 

Superintendent O’Malley was au- 
thorized to make expenditures for 
the conservation of the company’s 
assets, and particularly to pay for 
the cultivation and harvesting of 
crops on farm lands owned by the 
company. Sidney W. Souers, vice- 
president, testified the. company 
owned 88,000 acres of farm land, 
much of which is planted to cot- 
ton.

Beat the sugar and eggs together 
quite well, blanch, then chop the 
almonds quite coarse, and grate the 
chocolate, Mix all the ingredients 
together well, press one-quarter of 
an inch thick into a well-buttered 
pan and bake in moderate oven— 
850 degrees Fahrenheit—for 25 
minutes. While still warm, cut 
into strips.

NE of the methods of concen- 

trating the Bodice interest at

point on the shoulders, so that ad- 
vantage is taken of a wide line 
there without accentuation. Raglan 
shoulders give that smooth look 
to the upper part of the sleeves, 
as well as the under-arm width 
that accompanies this silhouette.

arrangement of fullness is used so 
that all of the interest is concen- 
trated inside the shoulders, leaving 
the sleeves quite plain and tailored.

Sketched next in the panel is a 
fur coat which shows how the fur 
is being smcothed down around the 


shoulders. That bulky treatment 
due to sleeves being gathered at 
the shoulders or.a collar jutting 
out to wing-like proportions has 
given place to a cape collar which 
hugs the shouulders so closely that 
it suggests a yoke. This gives the 
drooping shoulder line that so 
many designers are advocating.

At extreme right in the panel is 
a dinner dress showing an entirely 
different interpretation of the man- 
ner in which the bulky look can be 
taken from shoulders. White er- 
mine fur bands are used against 
the background of black heavy 
crepe to call attention to this ar- 
resting idea. The shoulder line of 
the frock is quite long, so that the 
rippling sleeves concentrate their 
fullness near the elbows. The 
sleeves are open from the shoulder 
to the elbows and this not only 
permits the arms to show through, 
but to exaggerate the rippled move- 
ment of the ermine bands. The 
high boat neckline in front and the 
raglan shoulders give the smooth 
appearance through the upper part 
of the dress that is an important 
trend. A low V-neckline at the back 
carries out the formality of this 
long-sleeved frock.

Insulin and Wound- 
Healing 


URGICAL wounds and other 
S types of injuries tend to heal 

slowly or not at all in patients 
suffering from uncontrolled or un- 
treated diabetes. 

On the basis of this fact a new 
use of insulin has been made in pa- 
tients who are not evident diabetics, 
but in whom wounds tend to heal 
slowly. Such patients, when treated 
with insulin and when fed a diet 
ordinarily prescribed for diabetics, 
experience more rapid healing of 
their wounds. 

This observation is in harmony 
with an interesting study demon- 
strating that in patients suffering 
acute infectious disease there ap- 
pears to be a temporary interfer- 
ence with the insulin-secreting pow- 
er of the pancreas (sweetbread). 
Such patients show what is known 
as a lowered tolerance of sugar. 

A healthy person can consume 
generous quantities of sugar with- 
out showing any sugar in the urine. 
Such a person is said to have a nor- 
mal sugar tolerance. In the case of 
the sufferer from acute infectious 
diseases, the Jowering of sugar tol- 
erance is shown by the abnormal 
excretion of sugar from the kid- 
neys. 

In the study deferred to it was re- 
vealed that the patients suffering 
with influenza appear to be hardest 
hit. Also it was demonstrated that 
in many instances the severity of 
the disease and the degree of inter- 
ference with the insulin-secreting 
powers of the pancreas are related. 
These various observations sug- 
gest a probable important factor in 
the cause of diabetes and indirectly 
also point to ways in which diabetes 
might in a measure be prevented. 
They indicate also that in cases 
where there is a slow healing of 
wounds a careful study should be’ 
made of the sugar metabolism of
